An unidentified mule 

v o i e e on the telephone, 
•warning that he hud hid­ 
den a bomb in Torranee 
city hull, brought city 
business to a full halt Fri­ 
day as employees were 
evacuated from the build­ 
ing.

Phone calls AY-CIV re­ 
ceived at the police de­ 
partment in mid-at'ter- 
noon and again shortly be­ 
fore closing time. Second 
call caused much less fur­ 
or as majority of employ­ 
ees were ready to leave.

First call simply .stated 
that bomb had been hid­ 
den in the building. Po­

lice and fire units rushed 
to the scene, herded em­ 
ployees and visitors out­ 
doors while special de­ 
tails combed the building.' 
prying in waste baskets 
and drawers, looking for 
the device.

SEARCH
When a thorough search 

failed to turn up a bomb. 
the "all clear" was sound­ 
ed and employees were al­ 
lowed to return to work.

At approximately 5 p.m., 
the second call was re­ 
ceive, again stating that a 
bomb had been placed in 
city hall and, this time, 
stating that it had been

limed to "go off at 6:15." 
Again the call was sent 

to police and fire depart­ 
ment emergency squads 
and a second search was 
conducted.

Janitors and maintenance 
men, who would normally 
be operating inside the 
building after closing time, 
were told to keep clear 
until after 8 p.m.

Police department and 
city officials said that, m 
all probability, the e a I I 
was made by a prankster 
or a "crackpot" and indi­ 
cated that they would wel­ 
come any information re­ 
garding his identity.
